CAUSE OF LOUTH. DISASTER. 


JORY DECIDE AG AINST | 
ULOUDBURST THEORY. . 


No" cloudburst ” or waterspout, 
Jbut an absormal rainfall, was the 
cause of the Louth disaster when 
32 persons were drowned. 

This was the decision arrived at 
by the jury at the inquest on the 
victims, . after hearing the 
evidence of eye-witnesses and 
experts. 

The enormaus body of water 
which swept in waves through 
the town was estimated by one 
witness at 9,000,000 tons, aod by 
another at about 29,000,000. 

Startling evidence was given 
by a resident in a naishbvoring 
village, whotol how ha noticed 
a huge cloud twisting ahaut in 
the air, and suddenly being burst 
by lightning. shortly before the 
occurrence in Loath itrelf. 

TWO INCHES IN AN HOUR, 

Mr. George H. Allison. borough 
survoyor, who said he bad been 

26 yoars in tha locality. said thar 
the rainfall a: Harrington during 
the two and a half hours of 
Saturday's storm bad been mea- 
sured ak 4.¢in., and in the more 
northern valley the rain gauge 
had registered 4.59in. 

_Normally one yard wide and 
one toot deep, the stream there 
had swollen ta-a width of 52 
AW feet.

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" KAISERISM DEAD AND — 


DAMNED. 


“DEATH-BLOW. BY EM- . 
PEROR'S DESERTION. 


A. GQ. Gardiner srites from 
‘Stettin to the Len?y News — 

A week ago I set out on a 
pilxtimage in search of Kaiserism. 
I had coma to tha conelasion 
that it was rot to be found in the 
great indvstriul centres, What 
is to be foun. thers ia something 
quite different. Tha old regime 
has gona so utterly thera before 
the whirlwind of events and the 
fiarce struggle of bare existence, 
that it seema hardly of mare 

practical coneéra than an antique 
Jable. Potsdam is one with 
Nineveh and Tyre, -and the 
Hohenzollerns are hardly more 
yealor important in the affairs 
of men than Wotan and Fricka. 
This may seem an extravacan! 
statement. but I think it wenld 
be endorsed by anyone who has 
had much experience of Germany 
ja theso days. The sys:om bas 
disappeared so simply and appar- 
ently finally thar itis bard to 
believe that it was ever there, 
that it was ever mora than a 
abadowy legend of the Wagnerian 
world. 

You Enow it was thera ofcourse 
by abundant reminders, Those 
reminders are plentiful all over 
Germany, for the Hohenzollerns, 
especially the last of the house, 
knew the arts of advertisement 
as well as any publicity agest, 
and used them with an unabashed 
egotism that few publicity agents 
eould equal. It is no} easy to 
-groas the frontier of Germany at 
apy well-known point of entry 
without encountering some 
Hohenzollern in atone in the first 
balf-mile. While the passport 
formalities were goirg on at 
Bentheim when I entered Ger- 
many from Hollend-s few weeks 
agy, I walked out intotbe country 
to enjoy the beauty of the spring’ 
day, and within ten minotes of 
the station I saw aastatus of the 
ex-Kaiser embowered among the 
chestnut blossoms by the way- 
side. 

AN ANTHEM IS STONE. 

But it is in Barlin, of course, 
that the mamoriels of Fae Family 
closter round one mest thickly.

Apart from 
the damage done to the front of 
the Palace in the first rush of 
the Revolution there is little 
material evidence of the repudia- 
tlon of the House.

ed state and with its broken front 
it is a singularly depressing spec- 
tacts.

Ino no quarter of 
industrial Germany, not even in 
Conservative quarters, hava T 
found any enthusiasm for the 
monarchist ideals, and I bava yet 
to hear the first friendly word 
atout the Hobsenzollerns. Time 
may envelop kingship with a 
halo of romance, but there is no 
balo at present—nothing but a 
very acute sense that kingship 
has led Germany to destractian.

SHIPPING NOTES. 


~ (BY “NEPTUNE") 


With trade so bad at fresant it 
cannot but be expected that the 
freight market would ba dail, 
Freight brokers are axperiencing 
very bad times. There are no 
sales of vossels as money is tight, 
and very faw fixtures or charters 
sre baing made. There is prac- 
tically no demand for vessels on 
charter itime)and tha only fixtare 
that is reported is that of a 
medium-sized “ontsider™ for 
threa months on the Saigon- 
Philippines run. Beyond ghis 
the Philippines business has 
been nil, A fixture is also report- 
ed for the carriage of cattle ba- 
tween Pheomepph and Manils. 
The ruling rate for Saigon-Horg- 
kong bas not infloenced any 
business, and until owners of 
vessela can see their way to 
accept lower rates nothing is 
likely to transpire. For local 
colliers there is nothing to record, 
the present rate being about $2.75 
a ton. The Japan-Hongkong 
market is dead, the rate offered 
being some five yen a top. which 
is below ‘owners’ ideas. For the 
Swatow and Saigon to Hongkong 
run there has been a fixture of &

Captain Philip Going. of the 
motor steamer Kong Ning. has 
been telling the people at Home 
the disastrous results that follow- 
ed the suggestion of the acting 
tHarbour Master of Hongkong in 
11905, to bave white pilots. Prior 
to 1905 piloting in Hongkong 
was carried on by Chinese com- 
pradores or ship chandlers, who 
held no licences, as there 
were then no licences issued, 
but these Chinese had carri- 
ed on the business’ for 
years and years, handing 
it on from father to son and so 
on—quite e family concern, so to 
speak. Occasionally some white 
man would chip in, only to find 
it impossible to carry on in 
opposition to the Chinese. Now 
those ship handlers were well- 
known to, and employed by, the 
shipping houses in Hongkong, 
and it was a proved fact that in 
those days John Chinaman as 
eruployed by Europeans was & 
teal good, capable and trust- 
worthy fellow. So the ship- 
ping houses gave their orders 
end their letters for: the 
captaics and ships’ companies 
to these Chinese, and the matter 
of. pilotage was included in the 
ship's business transactions, so 
that’ the shipping clorks of the 
various offices relied entirely on 
the Chinese compradores 
thois staff on all matters, includ- 
ing the pilotage. This simplified 
the books for the shipping clerks, 
in that almost all the items were 
in connection with their. psrti- 
cular shipchandler whodid every- 
thing for the ship—stevedoring 
marketing, pilotage, painting, ete.
